Shareholdera and the Mombers,

‘At thie moeting of the Channel Tunnel 
Company at Charing-cross Hotel, the chair- 
rian; Baron Emilo Beaumont d'Erlanger, 
who presided, in the absence of his father, 
gaid that thoy intended in future to hold 


the annual meeting regularly. 

At tho lost meeting the board announced 
that they intended to make groater efforta 
te: ‘bring the question before the public, 
a to prepare data before bringing 
‘Dbetoro Parliament a Bill which thoy 
hoped would moet with greater succoss 
thon did the Bill which came before 
the Houso 20 yoars ago. As had 
@oubtless been soen in tho Presa, the 
efforts of the directors had met with somo 
success. Tho scheme had beon freely com- 
mented on by both tho Conservative and 
Liberal newspapers, and had not received 
much criticism. The schome had also met 
with a certain amount of intorest in the 
Flouse of Commons, and Sir William 
Bolland vought to bring heforo the 
House genera) motion designed to 
test the feeling of the House on the mnt. 
ter, and to soe whether it was considered 
to bo in Uie interests of the country that a 
Channel tunnel should be constructed. 
He was unsuccessful, however, in the ballot, 
and therefore, it was left to the board, 
sooner or later, to tako moro decided steps, 
and to bring o Bill bofor Parliament. 

Tt was their intention to do this at the 
earliest, apportunity, and as soon o# they 
had completed the preparatury wor 
nocessary to ensure BUCCOSS. Tt must not 
be thought that because tho board had not 
brought in o Bill thia session, they had 
Jost timo ; it would have been unwise to do 
0 bofore the preliminary work had beon 
completed, before the mombers of the 
House had heon canvassed, in ordor to 
secure ag many supporters as possible. 
This work was being dono og rapidly aa 
cjroumstances would pormit, and the 
diructors would introduce o Bill so woon as 
they conceived that the opportune moment 
had nrrived.
